Hemenway also advocate! the incul­ 
cating of desires for horticultural 
beauties in the m i n d s of school chil­ 
dren and in the course of Ids talk 
made these suggestions: 
Don’t attempt to build a home tie- 
fore making plans for the lawn be­ 
forehand. This just si as essential as 
making a place for the structure. 
Draw out a proposed scene of 
lawns 
before definitely locating the house on 
the lot. 
tm Don’t ever plant the heavy shrub- 
m ry among the smaller plants, such 
as flowers. 
The heavy 
shrubery 
should be placed in the backyard so 
as to form a background for the 
lawn and in that way it will add color 
to the scene. 
Don’t throw a plant in a small hole 
in the grouud and expect it to grow 
out pretty. 
The hole should he most 
carefully prepared, for th* plant must 
must get plenty of moisture through 
the ground, therefore make it large. 
Don't ever use a wire on a tree to 
prevent it from growing one way or 
the other. 
This is the most serious 
question 
to be considered. 
Use a 
bolt through the limbs if necessary. 
Don’t neglect the pruning of I cees.

Render Life a Torture. 
Relating his experiences during ex­ 
plorations in Bolivia to the Royal Geo­ 
graphical society. Major P. H. Fawcett 
remarked that voyages up the Amazo­ 
nian rivers were uot without their dan­ 
gers. 
There are anacondas (giant snakes), 
crocodiles, electric eels, sting rays and 
the peranin, a small deep bodied fish 
with razor-like teeth and an unap­ 
peasable appetite fo r blood. 
M od un­ 
fortunate enough to fall into the Para­ 
guay, where tLie perania is most pro­ 
lific, may be picked clean before they 
can be rescued. 
The anaconda is ubiquitous, moves 
by night and has a weird cry. The ma­ 
jor’s party killed one sixtv-five feet 
long, aud another party reported kill­ 
ing one monster that was eighty-five 
feet in length. 
Insects are legion arid render life a 
torture. Mosquitoes are the least offen­ 
sive. “In places one is covered from 
bead to foot by bees, inside ones 
clothes and outside, in one’s ears, nose. 
eyes. hair and mouth if it is opened. 
Feeding by clay under such circum­ 
stances is out of the question.” There 
is a whole list of dreadful and obscure 
diseases, aud the Brazil nut tree, drop­ 
ping its heavy fruit from IOO or 150 
feet, often breaks the traveler’s head. 
There ;s also a tree, which drops a 
colorless liquid which causes the body 
if comes in contact with to swell and 
gives acute pain. 
There are rumors which cannot be 
disproved, since no one knows tile 
heart of the continent, of a white race 
with blue eyes and red hair. 
There 
are also tales of strange beasts and 
huge and ancient ruins, so that South 
America may well jiold for the ex­ 
plorer surprises greater than those of 
the African pygmy and okapi.—London 
Mail.

Rhythm After 
Hospital Treatment Failed. 
The wonderful results which can be 
obtained 
from 
the scientific use of 
music and rhythm in infantile paraly­ 
sis were the subject of an impromptu 
demonstration recently at the Tiny 
Tim Guild, an institution in the City 
road, London, for the treatment of par­ 
alyzed children who are considered in­ 
curable at the general hospitals. 
The first patient was a boy of six. 
whose right arm had been totally para­ 
lyzed following an attack of acute in­ 
fantile paralysis. A drum and his zeal 
for beating it in time so as to become 
a professional drummer when he grows 
up have been bis salvation. What mas­ 
sage and electrical treatment alone 
could riot do constant working at his 
drumming has accomplished, and now 
the paralyzed arm is almost as useful 
as the other. 
A second case was a child of three, 
who six months ago was totally para­ 
lyzed in both legs. Her treatment con­ 
sisted of “marching” to an inspiring 
tune played on the piano while seated 
on the edge of a low wooden chair. 
“The secret of the treatment,” Miss 
Hawthorne, the founder of the guild, 
explained, “is to build up the strength 
of the paralyzed muscles and nerves of 
children by encouraging them to use 
their limbs in the way each individual 
likes best. 
The music keeps their in­ 
terest up and prevents their becoming 
tired arid bored.”

able to express to our satisfaction 
On this occasion the old Texans, 
young Texans and all other Texans 
maintained the Texas reputation for 
business, honesty 
and hospitality. 
This immense affair was all worked 
out ”nder the management of John 
M. Branch, sheriff and his efficient 
deputies, Sam Faith and Buck Riley, 
County Attorney Ratliff, City Mar­ 
shal Lewis, Constable Workman and 
others. 
It was amazing and enter­ 
taining to us that such an enormous 
crowd could be handled without the 
least trouble or disturbance during 
the whole time.

C lothes C leaning Fluid. 
A splendid cleansing fluid that can 
be made at home, bottled and kept 
on hand for Instant use is made in 
this way; Cut fine a quarter pound 
.White castile soap, put in an earthen 
basin and pour over it a quart of 
Warm soft water. 
Let stand over 
night, then put on the back of tho 
Stove where it will dissolve, but not 
boil. 
Have ready four or five quarts 
rain or soft water, add the soap and 
stir through it. 
Then add cue ounce 
liquid 
ammonia, 
one-quarter 
ounce 
spirits of wine and one ounce ether 
Shake and bottle. 
To be shaken be­ 
fore using. 


C o rn m e a l Mush. 
Bring one quart of salted water to 
the boiling point. 
While this is doing 
mix one pint of meal, one pint ovf milk 
and a tablespoonful of sugar. 
Pour 
this gradually into the boiling water. 
Let cook slowly twenty minutes. 
Sc 
in square mold to harden. 
In the 
morning slice about an inch thick, roll 
in flour and fry in deep fat like dough 
nuts. 
The mush if properly made 
should “puff.” If the recipe is doubled 
thirty minutes steady cooking will be 
enough, as it will be too solid if cook­ 
ed too long. 
Be sure to have the fat 
hot enough cr the mush will fall to 
pieces. 


To Keep Beds Sweet. 
All beds should be stripped before 
breakfast and placed where they < an 
get plenty of air and. if possible, a 
little sun too. 
Mattresses should be half turned and 
allowed to stand in a draft, so that 
the air will play ail around them. 
Pillows, too, should be treated in tic 
same way to keep them from get ti ic 
musty. 
Mattresses should be cleaned and re 
made every three years to keep their 
springiness. Cheap mattresses are not 
worth remaking and almost invariably 
get bumpy after a year or two of wear 


Sauce Plquante. 
Put two ounces of butter in a small 
saucepan over the fire.

sugar.
